Residential Rental Certification
Program: What to Expect Next Year

The first year under our new system was filled
with successes, challenges, and lessons learned.
We are already preparing to put those lessons to
good use for next year as we continue to work
together to make Round Lake Beach a great
place to call home. Here is some of what you can
expect in the coming year.

Inspections: Inspections for the entire renew-
al season will be scheduled upfront. You will
be informed of your inspection time(s) by Oc-
tober 1—or if applicable, notified that you are
eligible to skip an inspection this year. Be-
cause there will be little opportunity to re-
schedule inspections (and potentially a penal-
ty to do s0), you will be given an opportunity
to share in advance the dates you are una-
vailable and other preferences. Due to nu--
merous changes in the RRCP ordinance this
year, the Village reduced or waived many no-
show and cancellation fees; however, these
fees will be strictly enforced next year.

Landlords with Multiple Properties: These
landlords will be given consecutive inspec-
tions with related communication that is
greatly streamlined. They will also receive a
single invoice by which to renew their certifi-
cation and make payment. You can help us
keep the process streamlined by informing us
of changes to your RLB holdings throughout
the year and always registering any new
properties under exactly the same name.

Email Communication: All notices will be sent
by email, including correspondence related
renewal, payment, and inspections. To pro-
mote quicker response time to questions,
email to a central address will be strongly en-
couraged over phone calls.

IMPORTANT—Look for & respond to our email
in June! This is your chance to tell us about

your preferred dates and times for in-
spections in the coming RRCP season.

Know the Codes:
Grass & Excessive Weeds

Sec. 6-4-2 of the Village Code states De-
struction of weeds by owner: All such
grass and weeds shall be cut, pulled, or
destroyed whenever they shall exceed a
height of eight inches. (Ord. No. 81-06-25,
6-2-1981). Properties in violation of this
ordinance will have an “Action Required
within 7 Days” notice posted on their
door. If the property is still not in compli-
ance at the re-inspection 7 days later, the
Village will cut the grass and issue the res-
ident a $250 fine. Failure to pay the fine
within 21 days will result in a lien against
your property. Owners of vacant lots in vi-
olation will be mailed the notice and have
10 days to remedy.

Planning any Home Improvement
Projects?

The warmer months often mean home im-
provement projects, large and small. Re-
placing the aging roof or repairing the sid-
ing; possibly adding a deck or remodeling
the bathroom. Obtaining a permit and
working with a building inspector assure
the work is done properly and will safely
stand the test of time. Get your questions
answered about every type of residential
improvement permit: how to put together
a quality permit application packet, build-
ing safety codes, and more. You may apply
entirely online or at the Village Hall.

From the Department of Public Works

Tips to Prevent Flooding &
Managing Stormwater on Your
Property

Homeowners are challenged with how to
manage storm water on their property.
Here are a few tips to address standing wa-
ter problems. Consider simple remedies like
relocating your downspouts and sump
pump discharge to reduce the volume of
water flowing to the low spot. Be open to
Best Management Practices (BMP’s) like
rain barrels, rain gardens, and permeable
pavers. Rain gardens use specific plants
and soils that absorb large amounts of rain-
water,

Please review the following tips to decrease
your chances of flooding:

» Downspouts and sump pump lines that
splash on-grade near the foundation
should be redirected to the front yard or
backyard and away from neighboring
properties. '

¢ The existing grade around homes should
be below the foundation and slope away
from the building.

e Check to make sure your foundation
floor and walls do not have any cracks
which can be a source of seepage.

o Be sure culverts and ditchlines are free
of debris to prevent the obstruction of
water flow.

Healthy Household Habits for Clean
Water

» Recycle used oil and other automotive
fluids at participating service stations.
Don’t dump these chemicals down the
storm drain or dispose of them in your
trash.

e Use a commercial car wash or wash
your car on a lawn or other unpaved
surface to minimize the amount of dirty
soapy water flowing into the storm drain
and eventually into your local water-
body.

e Check your car, boat, motorcycle, and
other machinery and equipment for
leaks and spills. Make repairs as soon as
possible. Clean up spilled fluids with an
absorbent material like kitty litter or
sand and don't rinse the spills into a
nearby storm drain. Remember to
properly dispose of absorbent material.
